On the 2d inst the Burton Farmers' Club
met atl the residence of Supervisor F. H.
Rush, of Owosso township.

The tople for the day “*How to Improve
Our Country Schools," was Introduced by
L. 8. Bowles, who said: *Employ good
teachers, pay them good wages, and parents
visit the schools and do notstay at home and
do the kicking.”

A paper was then read by Mrs. O, R.
Woodin, First of all, sha would have the
school house where the children spend so
much of thelr time, comfortable, convenlent,
attractive and home-llke. She would bave
the children assist in the house cleaning,
and enconraged lo bringing pictures for the
walls, soft rugs for the floor and plants for
the windows, and made to feel that they
have an ownership in the house and grounds
and an Interest 1 making and keeping

| things nice and attractive. They would

then have some responsibility and care less
for mischlef. 8he would have them con-
sulted about the play grounds and allowed
a flower garden If they so desired, and trees
also. Boys llke to climb trees and the girls
would appreciate tho shade. The most im-
portant, as well as the most difficult part,
is the selection of teachers. Teachers
should have especial tralning for thelr work,
such as the normal school affords, without
which no certificate should be granted, and
their experience should be obtained in the
city schools unfler the guardianship of a
principal, where they would have less re-
gponsibility and an opportunity to learn the
best methods of teaching, She regards the
visiting of schools by the parents more detri-
mental than otherwise, as it has a tendency
to distract the attention of the puplls from
their studies and takes the time of the teach-
er from his work.~ It Is better for the tench-
or 1o visit the parents than for the parent to
visit the schools.
Mrs. Devendorf said: “‘Our country
schools might be Improved by golog back to
the methods of fifty or sixty years ago. The
old fashioned spelling book has not its equal
now. She gave some specimens of modemn
bad spelling to show that the present meth-
od of teaching that important braneh of edu-
eatlon Is not up to the old fashioned stand.
ard, Another improvement would be to
give the boys and girls separate recesses.”
